Nicholas Gama Meets Horrible Death 
While Walking on the Railroad 
Track Near Ocean View. 


Fires Shot Into Companion’s Br: 
and Then Tries to Take His CP 
Life by Stepping In Front of Car. 


Nicholas Gama, seventy years old, 
who lived on a ranch near Colma, was 
killed by a Southern Pacific train near 
Ocean View about one o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon. He was on the tracks when 
the train, which was late and running 
its utmost speed to make up time, bore 
down upon him. 

Gama was a trifle deaf, and the sup¬ 
position is that he did not hear the 
whistle of warning until too late. He 
screamed as he was struck, and the 
train was brought to a standstill after 
half of the coaches had passed over 
him. Gama was taken from beneath 
the trucks badly injured but still con¬ 
scious. Conductor Myers placed him 
aboard the train, which proceeded with 
Gama to the Emergency hospital of 
the Southern Pacific at Townsend and 
Foil rth st reets. Later Gama was taken 
to'St. Francis Hospital, where he died. 

The same train •which bore Gama to 
the hospital jarred down a wall of mas¬ 
onry near Seventh and Townsend 
streets, killing one man outright, 
mangled another to such an extent 
that he is exjiected to die, and rendered 
the third a possible cripple for life. 
The walls stood among the ruins of the 
California Can Company and had lieen 
undermined by a gang of laborers who 
were preparing to raze it when the 
train thundered by, causing the wall 
to fall. 


Albert Dell Osso was accidently .^hot 
and instantly killed by his friend 
Joseph Angeli in the presenc of a large 
crowd at Ban Bruno last, Tuesday 
morning. The bullet pierced the un¬ 
fortunate man’s brain just over the 
right ear and he fell to the ground 
wihout uttering a sound. 

The Italians had gathered at the 
home of a friend to watch the old year 
out and the New Year in and, after a 
a general good time at midnight the 
party returned to the house for refresh¬ 
ments. Angeli, believing he had fired 
every shot from his pistol, drew the 
weapon from his pocket and placing it 
near his friends head pulled the trig¬ 
ger. 

A wild shriek went out from those 
present and as soon as Angeli realized 
what he had done he turned the revol¬ 
ver upon himself and made several un¬ 
successful attempts at self-destruction. 
As soon as daylight came he wandered 
down to the railroad track and threw 
himself in front of a rapidly moving 
electric car. The motorman, however, 
saw him in time to set the emergency 
brakes and the demented man was 
turned over to his friends for safe keep¬ 
ing. 

Judge Cunningham summoned a 
jury and held an inquest over the re¬ 
mains of the unfortunate man and 
rendered a verdict of accidental 
shooting. The jury exhonerated Angeli 
of all blame and recommended that no 
further action be taken in the case.

Washington, Jan. 5.—By direction 
of the President, Secretary Hitchcock 
has issued an order to Commissionei 
Richards of the General Land Office 
at once to notify all special agents 
and receivers and registers of local 
land offices that the act of February 
25, 1885, for the summary destruc¬ 
tion of illegal enclosures and ob¬ 
structions existing on public lands 
will be rigidly enforced after April 
1, 1907. 

This order means that all fences 
enclosing public lands In violation of 
law must be removed before April 1. 
If they are not taken down by that 
time they will be torn down by rep¬ 
resentatives of the Government.

SOUTHERN CITIZENS SUFFERING 
FROM COLD SNAP FOR THE 
LACK OF FUEL. 


Wood Is Worth $17 Per Cord and 
Coal Is Held at $15 Per Ton and 
Only 25 Tons Are Available. 


Los Angeles, Jan. 5.—Los Angeles 
is In the throes of the worst fuel fam¬ 
ine In its history. In the face of an 
unusually cold spell of weather for 
this climate, which has continued 
since New Year’s day, the gas, wood 
and coal supply of the city has be¬ 
come practically exhausted. Investi¬ 
gation among the principal wood and 
coal dealers disclosed the fact that 
there is less than 25 tons of coal 
for sale in the city. Wood is equally 
scarce. 

The price of coal ranges from $13 
to $15 per ton and wood is held at 
$16 and $17 per cord, with none to 
be had even at those prices. For sev¬ 
eral days the gas supply of the city 
fhas been inadequate for fuel and 
lighting purposes and frequently the 
supply in the mains is entirely ex¬ 
hausted. The residents are resort¬ 
ing to many expedients to provide 
heat. Real estate dealers are com¬ 
plaining lustily that their signs are 
being torn down by the hundreds at 
night and used for fuel. However, 
it is not expected that the famine will 
last longer than two or three days 
more.

BIBLE IS FULL OF ABSURDITIES 


Rhode Island Preacher So Declare! 
in a New Book Written by Him. 
Chicago, Jan. 5.—The Rev. Dr 
Helleck, a Universalist clergyman o 
Providence, R. I., has just written 
book entitled “The New Appreciation 
of the Bible,” issued by the Chicago 
University press, in which he tears 
down many of the popular fancies ol 
.^orthodox Christianity, lauds the high- 
criticism and presents a new view 
®f the Bible’s value. 

Many of the theories are identica 1 
with those of Professor George B 
Foster of the University of Chicago, 
whose recent volume, “The Finality 
vf the Christian Religion,” caused a 
stir in theological circles. 

“By false methods of intepretation 
or the absence of all method,” his 
book says, “the Bible has been made 
to teach almost every conceivable 
doctrine and to support many a ter¬ 
rible wickedness—slavery, polygamy 
and the subjection of women; and the 
taproot of all these erroroneous 
teachings, darkening counsels and 
unholy sanctions has been the idea 
of the plenary inspiration and infal¬ 
libility of the Scriptures. 

“When this idea shall fade out ol 
the popular mind, being replaced by 
the more valid conception, some oi 
the perversions and absurdities of re¬ 
ligious doctrine will pass away.” 

Dr. Helleck states also that thf 
Bible is full of inaccuracies, histori¬ 
cally and scientifically; that the 
story of the creation is unscientific; 
that nearly everything can be proved 
by the Bible; that the real authors oi 
many of the books of New and Old 
Testaments are unknown, and that 
Christ was not quoted until a genera¬ 
tion after his death.
